LEGAL  REFERENCES 


GENERALLY : 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  operations  of  the  Montana  Board  of 
Pardons  are,  for  the  most  part,  contained  in  Title  94,  Chapter  98  of  the 
Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  Volume  8;  the  section  numbers  are  94-8921 
through  94-9851. 

Operating  policies  necessary  to  administer  statutory  requirements 
are  contained  in  procedure,  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  State 
Board  of  Pardons. 

SPECIAL:   The  New  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure. 

1.  Uniform  Act  for  Out-of -State  Parolee  Supervision  -  Title  94, 
Chapter  79,  Section  94-7901:   Governor  may  make  interstate  com- 
pact for  control  of  crime  -  conditions.

PRINCIPAL  GOALS 


1.  Protection  of  society. 

2.  Arrive  at  decisions  in  conformity  with  national,  state  statutes, 
constitutions  and  court  decisions. 

3.  Encourage  the  offender  to  correct  and/or  control  his  behavior  pattern 
through  rehabilitation. 

4.  Maximize  successful  parole  and  probation  completions,  and  minimize 
new  crime . 

5.  Achieve  re-integration  of  the  released  into  the  community  by  effective 
use  of  community  resources  and  supervision.

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

With  the  expanded  use  of  probation  by  the  Montana  Judicial  District 
Judges,  the  caseload  increased  to  4,513  cases  (see  Table  III)  from  the  pre- 
vious year  of  3,591  cases. 

At  the  same  time,  a  total  of  1,926  Montana  cases  (see  Table  III)  were 
supervised  on  parole  compared  with  1,655  cases  over  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  supervising  the  above  cases,  the  Board's  nine  (9  parole 
officers  completed  1,368  investigations  (see  Table  IV)  compared  with  1,232 
the  previous  year. 

We  have  compiled  reports  and  have  assisted  the  Sentence  Review  Committee 
of  the  Supreme  Court  in  evaluating  persons  who  have  applied  for  review  of 
their  sentences. 

Business  offices  established  in  various  districts  where  previously  the 
office  was  maintained  in  the  officer's  private  residence. 

The  total  number  of  reports  rendered  by  the  adult  probation  and  parole 
officers  during  the  past  year  was  1,368  (see  Table  IV)  compared  with  1,232 
for  the  previous  year. 

Due  to  the  nominal  budget,  there  were  no  major  accomplishments  in  1969. 
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MAJOR  RECOMMENDATIONS 


There  were  no  major  recommendations  made. 


ANALYSIS  OF  PROGRAMS 

SERVICES  PROVIDED: 

1.  There  were  219  pre-sentence  investigation  reports  prepared  by 
agency  officers  for  Montana  District  Judges  at  their  request. 

2.  Forty-eight  per  cent  of  those  released  from  state  penitentiary 
were  by  parole  rather  than  expiration  of  sentence. 

3.  The  agency  supervised  a  total  of  446  probations  per  month  to 
Montana  judicial  courts  and  other  state  courts. 

4.  The  part-time  Board  members  are  reimbursed  the  standard  per  diem 
and  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  $15.00  per  day  of  service,  plus  actual 
and  necessary  expenses. 

OBJECTIVES : 

We  plan  to  realign  and  rename  our  districts  and  area  supervisors  and 
increase  the  number  of  district  offices  to  give  better  service  and  cut 
down  on  the  travel  time. 
TARGET  GROUPS: 

1.  Probationers :   Probation  is  the  release  by  the  court  without  imprison- 
ment, except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  of  a  defendant  found  guilty 
of  a  crime  upon  verdict  or  plea,  subject  to  conditions  imposed  by  the 
court  and  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Board  upon  direction  of 
the  court. 

2.  Parolees :   Parole  is  the  release  to  the  community  of  a  prisoner  by 
the  decision  of  the  Board  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his  term,  subject 
to  conditions  imposed  by  the  Board  and  subject  to  its  supervision. 

It  is  the  persons  on  probation  and  parole  with  whom  the  Montana  Board  of 
Pardons  are  concerned.   These  are  the  people  who  constitute  the  "Target 
Groups"  of  the  Montana  Board  of  Pardons. 
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ACHIEVEMENTS: 

With  the  tremendous  increase  in  caseloads  and  increased  probation  ser- 
vices, the  field  officers  maintain  good  supervision,  keep  records,  conduct 
investigations  in  an  adequate  and  professional  manner. 

Parole  revocations  for  the  year"  were  twenty-two  (22)  per  cent,  which 
was  a  great  deal  less  than  the  previous  year,  which  was  thirty-nine  (39)  per 
cent. 
COST  AND  PERFORMANCE  SUMMARY: 

The  cost  of  supervising  offenders  for  the  last  year  is  the  largest 
basic  money  factor  for  the  agency,  which  is  shown  on  page  7  under  Program 
Inventory  and  Cost  Summary  of  this  report.   The  total  cost  for  the  agency 
for  the  year  was  $139,386.00.
